“the Gib raltar of the North," has b eery * 
received in St. Petersb urg up to this 
hour. 
The secondary uprising among the 
marines and troops at Skatudden b ar­ 
racks on the peninsula communicating 
with the mainland was crushed y ester­ 
day afternoon b y loy al troops after 
heavy fighting in which nine cruisers, 
destroy ers pnd torpedo b oats partici­ 
pated. 
The firing on the islands and from 
the fortress has ceased, and in spite 
of the fact that the occupation of the 
entire water-front b y Cossacks pre­ 
vents the ob taining of positive news, 
it is understood at Helsingfors that 
the mutinous artillery men and sappers 
are still holding the positions.
